Opposed to German Peace Proposals 


British Government Circles 
Hold Aloof From Dis- 
cussion 


TERMS NOT LIKELY 
TO BE SATISFACTORY 


Former Declarations of Bri- 
tish Statesmen Still 
Stand

LONDON, Dee. 13.—A strong cur- 
rent of public sentiment to 
the German peace proposal was evi- 
dent in the first expressions available 
last night both from public men and 
the British press, although these were 
without knowledge of any definite 
terms and without any word from 
nigh authoratative sources indicating 
the attitude of the government. The 
only confirmation in the press reports 
was from Berlin, and in the absence 
of some tangible official proposition 
British officials were disposed to re- 
tain reserve. 

it was noticeable that the proposal 
had not created any profound impres. 
sion among the average Londoners. 
There was little talk in the hotels or 
other public places, and this discus- 
sion was far less animated than in the 
ministerial crisis, 

Government circles also held aloof 
from any diseussion with an evident 
desire to learn more of the details be 
fore committing the new administra- 
tion to n definite course of action, The 
foreign office would make no comment, 
in the absence of the terms, but indi- 
cated that the British attitude, up to 
the present, was embodied in the 
declarations made from time to time 
by the former premier and Viscount 
Grey, and that any new proposals 
w ld have to be considered by all the 
entente allies before a definite atti- 
tude was possible,

unaceeptable, mainly because they 
were not likely to touch what the rul- 
ing authorities regard as the most 
essential basis of any peace, namely,

Sir Gilbert Parker, after mingling 
with his associates in the House of 
Commons, said: 

“This is clearly a political manoeu. 
vre designed to impress the world as a 
drastic stroke, but having littie pur- 
pose toward an enduring peace, One 
of the chief essentials of any peace 
would be such a curbing of German 
militarism that a resumption of the 
present conflict would be impossible, 
Without such a guarantee’ England 
and France would be compelled, as a 
matter of self-defense, to retain vast 
armies, and thus continue the enorm- 
ous burden of the present war, instead 
of being permitted to resume peace 
with the assurance that they will not 
again be plunged into war.” 

Sir Wm. Dunn, Lord Mayor of Lon- 
don, said: “Rather conscious of ulti- 
mate defeat, the Germans are making 
a virtue of necessity. There will be no 
peace signed by this country unless it 
is a peace acceptable to all the entente 
powers. Knowing that it will not be

RETURNED SOLDIERS ROOMS ARE 
FORMALLY OPENED LAST NIGHT 


President Sgt..Major Duke Occupies Chair — His Honor Lieutenant- 

Governor Brett Gives Opening Address, and Mayor Henry Also 
Speaks Feelingly to Returned Men—Large Number of Citizens 
} Are Present to Give Their Aid to New Undertaking. 


felt that the organization was a good 
thing from the dual point of view of 
the citizen and of the returned man 
It must lead to r understanding, 
and to the cit ility to tangibly 
express their appreciation, It must 
give the soldiers a chance to express 
their needs. His Worship refe d to 
the alleged indifference of citizens to 
our returned heroes. “That is not so, 
We re not indifferent, we are a 
stoical people who do not talk of our 
Joys or sorrows. But that does not 
mean lack of appreciation,”

Enduring peace ean only be 
based upon truth. To propose to 
start peace negotiations by ac- 
knowledging as truth a monstrous 
and deliberate falsehood can only 
be done with the object of having 
the proposal refused or of entangl- 
ing the adversary in a delusive 


trnee. And of all the triumphs of 
its genuis for lying which Berlin 


has given the world in the past 
two wears this note proposing to 
negotiate peace upon Germany's 
terms stands in a class by itself. 
It not merely suppresses the truth, 
or avoids it, or deviates from it, or 
tampers with it. It absolutely re- 
verses the statement of the plain 
basie truth regarding the war, 
and blandly proposes that the 
Allies shall join in declaring this 
reversion of the truth to be the 
truth, ‘‘A catastrophe which 
‘thousands of years of common 
‘civilization was unable to pre- 
‘*vent’’ is the way the war is of- 
ficially deseribed by the spokes- 
man of a military autoeracy which 
for forty years had planned bring- 
ing it about, which could have 
averted it by a nod, and which 
launched it when and because the 
time seemed ripe to make itself 
master of the world. **Our aims 
“are not to shatter or annihilate 
“our adversaries,’* says the Power 
whose armies were hurled through 
Belgium, regardless of its oath, at 
the heart of a peaceful neighbor. 
“The war which has been forced 
“upon us,’’ is Berlin's deseription 
of its strike for world power. 
The four allied powers have been 
‘obliged to take up arms to de- 
“fend justice and the liberty of 
‘‘national evolution,’ says the 
authority which sent its armies 
against France because Russia 
would not let Austria crush the 
life out of Serbia, In other words, 
Germany proposes that as a first 
step in negotiating peace, upon 
Germany's terms, the Allies shal! 
admit that they were the aggres- 
sors; that with armies ‘‘superior 
“in uumber and war material” 
they conspired together and 
launched a blow at the lives of 
some one or all four of the Kul- 
tured nations; that ‘‘the spiritual 
“and material progress which 
‘were the pride of Europe at the 
‘beginning of the twentieth cen- 
**tury are threatened with ruin’ 
because the Entente powers 
brought unprovoked war upon 
Germany and its unoffending Al- 
lies; that the responsibility for all 
the blood that has been shed, the 
inisery that has been brought into 
millions of homes, and the count- 
less wealth that has been wiped 
out of existence lies at the doors 
of the British Empire and its 
Allies, Unless the Entente power: 
have lost all deference for truth 
and all sense of self-respect, and 
are prepared to play traitors to 
their dead and to put their child- 
ren at the merey and good faith of 
those who are carrying the Bel- 
viuns into slavery, there is only 
one thing to do with this com- 
pedium of deliberately prepared 
falschood—to reject it. Until Ber- 
lin is prepared to tell the truth 
there simply cannot be peace, and 
to make truce would be to accept 
the word of the violator of the 
Belgian treaty. And Berlin could 
certainly give no plainer proof 
‘nat it is not yet prepared to re- 
pudiate falsehood and deal on a 
basis of facts. That time will only 
come when it is beaten, absolutely 
and beyond lying.

THE MORN ING BULLETIN 


FULL TEXT OF | 
GERMAN NOTE | 


Dee. 12.—The following 
is the text of the note addressed 
by Germany and her allies to the 
hostile governments : 

\'' The inost terrific war 
pbrienced in’ history has 
raging for the last two years and 
a half over a large part of the 
world—a catastrophe which thou- 
sands of years of common civiliza- 
tion was unable to prevent and 
which injures the most pree ious 
achievements of humanity. Our 
aims are not to shatter nor anni- 
hilate our adversaries. In spite of 
our consciousness of our militar 
and economic strength and our 
readiness to continue the war 
(which has been foreed upon us) 
until the bitter end if necessary, 
at the same time, prompted by the 
desire to avoid further bloodshed 
and make an end to the atrocities 
of war, the four allied 
propose to enter forthwith 
peace negotiations, 

‘The propositions which they 
bring forward to such negotia- 
tions and which have for their ob- 
guarantee of the existence 
honor and liberty of evolu- 
tion for their nations are, accord- 
ing to their firm belief, an appro- 
priate basis for the establishment 
of a lasting peace,

One of the most interesting ring battles ever pulled off in New York state H 
was the forty-five round affair between Jack Dempsey and Johnnie Reagan 
twenty-nine years ago today. The men fought on a Long Island beach on the 
Sound, with kid gloves under London prize ring rules. Dempsey was middle- 
weight champion, but Reagan, a pupil of Prof. Mike Donovan, was considered 
to have a good chance to win the title. The mateh was for $1,000 a side and 
the championship belt. A party of about fifty traveled to the scene of battle 
ina tug. The ring was pitched on the beach e arly in the morning, but the 
tide soon s mped the spot, although it was net until the w: iter was above 
knee depth that the fighters agreed to the selection of a drier spot. The ring 
was moved, but Reagan objected that the ground was too hard, and a third 
spot on the turf was chosen, Hight rounds had then been fought, and they 
were fairly even, bu atter that Dempsey held the upper hand, and in the for- 
ty-fifth round Reagan's seconds tossed up the sponge. After retiring from the 
ring Reagan became a prosperous hotel keeper in Brooklyn: Poor old Demp- 
sey has been dex been dead fi for many years.
